Beginning with a histori sal 
survey, Pather Ryan said: 

The one thing that impresses 
every one who visite Hong Kong 
ia the extraordinary beauty of the 
place, However, wolike the benuty 
of many another harbour and port 
and isiand, it is entirely man- 
made, Nature has done its part 
with ita blending of hills nnd sen 
and, at this time of the year, with 
the glowing sunlight and rich blue 
of the sky, but in reality nature 
hax only provided the frame and 
the ennvaa for the picture, man 
han done the rest. Many of you 
have seen stretches of the nelgh- 
bouring coast Tine, you have seen 
the bare hills, the unwooded moun- 
tains, the desolate shore, and that 
in what one saw in Hone Kong a 
hundred years ago, Kven after 
the building of the city had gone 
on for some years one of tig local 
papers declared it “a subfeR of 
wonder why, where su wide oa 
theice was open, om negotiators 
should have selected such a sterile, 
wild and unlovely island as Hong 
Kong The transforination of 
that sterile fsland inte what you 
see around you toilay as the story 
of Hang Kong, 

According lo the standards of 
the Bast, where time ia measured 
by thousands of veara, the history 
of Thang Kong in a brief once, In 
the yrent dave of nneent Chinn it 
had its moments too, but it) was 
too remote to be of any real impor: 
tance The Portusuese had long 
known it as one of the Ladronen, 
the “Islands of Thieves”. « place 
of on few fishermen and many 
pirates, British traders got to 
know of It us a safe anchorage in 
the early vears of the last century. 

THE BEGINNING 

In those days the East India 
Company had extended its field to 
China, ‘Trade was not then the 
wholesome thing that it is clalmed 
to be to-day, and the English ships 
that traded with China dealt un- 
blushingly in opium, though that 
careo was under almost as many 
prohibitions then as it is now. 
Disputes arose and the disputes 
led to war, and when the war was 
over jt-was ggreed that an istand off 
the Chinese coast should be yiven 
to. England as a inilitary and 
commercial base. 

The English government had 
been long hoping to have such an 
inland, just os Portugal had 
Macao, and the one that the 
Foreign Secretary, Lord Palmer: 
ston, had in mind was Ohusan, off 
Chekinny, below the mouth of the 
Yangtse, But his representative 
in China thought differently. At 
that time there was an official 
cal) the Superintendent of -Trade 
in charge of British interests out 
here, and the man who held the 
position in the late thirties of the 
last century was a certain Captain 
Charles Elliot, who was made 
plenipotentiary when war came. 
Ho had very definite views of his 
own on most things, and one of 
his views wns that Hong Kong wos 
a more useful place than Chusan, 
so he chose it. The Government 
was anery with him, and Qucen 
Victoria, who wos then just 
twenty-one, wrote to the King of 
the Belvians about the “un- 
necountably strange. conduct of 
Charies Elliot,” so Elliot was re- 
called and sont off ag Consul- 
General to the Republic of Texas. 
The Chinese Government was 
angry also with its representative, 
and exiled him to thé north, But 
the uirreemont was made, and in 
Jonuary, 1841, Hong Kong became 
a Britlhh possession.

HISTORICAL NAMES 

A great deal of the history of 
the Colony ts commemorated In 
tho names of the ronds and other 
nince names. — Pottinger Street 
which runs from the Central 
Police Station to the water front 
is called after Sir Henry Pottin- 
ger, the Hrst Governor, and Pedder 
Street after the firat Harbour- 
Master, who had his olfice at the 
hend of it. Stanley, now Bo un- 
pleasantly familiar to many, was 
enlled after the Secretary.of State 
for, the Colonies, and Aberdeen 
after the Secrotary for Foreign 
Affnirs. Repulse Bay commemor- 
antes a batteship that often visited 
these waters. Ice Houne Street got 
its name from the stores for keep- 
ing the ice brought from North 
America which stood at the end of 
the street, where the National City 
Bank of New York is to-day, and 
Seven-and-Sixpenny Hill in the hill 
ap whieh soldiers trudged to yect 
their weekly pay of 76. Two 
namen defy rereadeh, Wyndham 
Street and Hollywood Road, which 
were among the caclies of | the 
city’s streets, 

Refore most. of 
exiated the Colony had te go 
throurh many vicissitudes, Tt had 
n bad start, for in the first six 
months there waa an outbreak of 
malignant malaria, a typhoon and 
n disastrous fire, Before long a 
worse outbreak of malaria follow- 
ed whieh took the lives of ten per 
cent, of the clyflians and a quarter 
of the soldiers, At the same time 
there was constant disagreement 
with the Chinese Government, tric 
tion in the Colony itself between 
the executive government and the 
Judiciary. go that the Chief Jus- 
tice was actually brought for trial 
before the Executive Couneil—- 
there was violent criticism of the 
Government by the business popu- 
lation, and there was banditry on 
shore and piracy at sea, -so [twas 
not strange that a popular sopg 
of the time should be "You may 
go to Hong Kong for me.” 

KEPT ON GROWING 

There was strong advocacy of 
the abandonment of this ugly 
duckljng of an island, but nothing 
happened, and the Colony kept on 
growing, Many | times Its very 
existence was threatened. When 
the Crimean War broke out Hong 
Kong lived in fear of an attack by 
the Russian fleet, and at the same 
time the Taiping Rebcllion wae 
raging, with Kowloon City many 
times changing hands, and rival 
navies massed for n fifeht in Hong, 
Kong harbour. Another war wit! 
China came on top of these trou- 
bles, and the outbrenk of the In- 
dian mutiny prevented the coming 
of reinforcements. There. wos in- 
cendiarism !n Hong Kong, there 
were strikes, and there were con. 
spiracies, there was a plot to 
poison all the Europeans by: put- 
ting arsenic in the bread, the 
Government was ‘almost bankrupt, 
and a large part of the population 
left the island as onc deserts a 
sinking ship. But the Colony 
wenthered tho storms and when 
the war clouds passed away the 
polnt of the Kowloon peninsula 
was added to_the territory of 
Hong Kong. That was in 1860. 

Twenty yearn of the: Colony's 
history had then passed and with 
them Its worst days wero over. 
There wero turbulent years to fol- 
low, but now hopo took the place 
of despair. Business improved, 
yrdat public works were ntarted 
like the water reservoir and the 
ronda that gave aoctal aspirants 
access to, the Penk, Accidental 
circumstances helped the Colony’s 
prosperity. Occasidnal wars in the 
-East in which it remained neutral 
mado’ it a market for war 
materials; {ts safety o5 a place of 
refuge made it a sanctuary for 
many important refugees; ond 
when tho famous gold rush to

EASE OF INTERCOURSE 

An the yenra went on Hong 
Kong developed. Hills were cut 
down and land was reelnimed 
from the sen, great ducks were 
built and fine shops, and jap and 
telephonen and clectriclty and 
buses and trams came at an carly 
stage of their development, and 
schools grew up and a University 
arose, with Dr. Sun Yat-sen aa 
one of ‘ita first students, and by 
mutual agreement, not by war, 0 
large area of the mainland, which 
we still call the New Territories, 
was lensed to the Colony, Through 
all theae developments Kast and 
West began to meet with an case 
of intercourse that = existed 
nowhere olac. There wan an inter. 
national flavour of a special kind 
about iife in Hong Kong, for there 
British and Chinese und Portu- 
guene worked side by side, and 
there waa mutual understanding 
and wide tolerance that many 
another larger community might 
well envy, There has never been 
anything in the nature of religious 
bigotry in Hong Kong, The Catho- 
lic Church, for Instance, exists 
here ninco the year of the founda- 
tion of the Colony, and it «ot tha 
Land for its first church usa free 
und welcome gift from the Govern- 
mont, and from that first year till 
this there has been perfect case 
of intercourse between people of 
every creed and every opinion. So 
Hong Kong developed and com- 
mon loyalties «rew up, and when 
the inland was attacked British 
and Chinese and Portuguese, and 
representatives of o dozen other 
races that had become {ta citizens, 
sprang to arms in its defence. 

NO BETTER FRIENDS 

An epoch of Hong Kong's. his- 
tory has ended, and nono of us 
who have made it our home and 
formed part of its life can pas 
its history in review withdut a 
eritical questioning, but we can 
also regard it with a certain fecl- 
ing of sntisfaction. It hav been 
far from a perfect place. We 
admit the taipan mindedness, the 
snobbery, the provincial smugness 
and the hundred other faults of 
which our candid friends have 
kept us well remitded, but in 
spite of thom Hong Kong has 
been not only a pleasant place to 
live in, but {t has also beon a very 
useful nursery of international 
undorstanding. China han no bet- 
ter friends in the world than the 
people who have lived in Hong 
Kong, and in the last four years 
the Chinese neo~’ have discovered 
that thera ore no warmer lovers 
of their fatherland than’ their 
brothers who have been brought 
tp in Hong Kong. I think that 
there would be leas misunderstand- 
ing between nations, and deoper 
friendships replacing them if there 
were in the world moro places like 
Hong Kong.

Camp thanking us for the parcels

“It is our intention, at the cat- 
‘Mest moment to Inform the Au- 
therities at Home of the great 
service Which you have so unsel- 
fishly performed during the yearn 
of our imorisanment, and to point 
out that the receipt of these par- 
cels probably saved many liven 
and undoubtedly prevented — the 
complete breakdown of the phy- 
sical and mental health of Inrge 
nunrbers.” .

NCIDENTS ON 
STEAMER 


Stephen George Coster, of the 
Wave Monarch, wan yesterday 
found guilty by Mr. Leo D’Almada: 
nt the Marine Court on two 
charges of wilfully disobeying the 
Inwful ordesa of the master of 
the ship. The first charga srosc 
from an incident In Sydney on 
August 22 and the other while 
the ship was in Kowloon Bay on 
November 19. 

Defendant was fincd $150 or 16 
days’ Smprisonment on the second 
charge, while, on the first charge, 
a conviction was recorded, 

Lieut. M.E.P. Jump prosecuted, 
Defendant was not legally re- 
presented, 

William John Brown, chief ea- 
gineer of Wave Monarch, sald 
that on August 22, in Sydney, 
defendant went to the mess-room 
shortly before one o'clock for his 
meal nnd found none. Witness 
told defendant that the meal 
hour waa 12 o'clock, 

Coster replied that he was free 
fo use ts meal hayr as he wished 
and that he wanted his meal and 
that if he did not yet ft, he would 
nut work, Witness said he took 
no notice of the remark and dis- 
misaed the matter. Later at 1.16 
pan, witneas and defendant were 
before the Captain and defendant 
repented the statement that he 
would not work if he did not get 
hie meal, The Captain ordered 
defendant to begin work but he 
refused and did not work that day. 

In Kowloon Bay on November 
1%, the second engineer brought 
defendant to him and stated that 
he had refused to obey an order, 
Be enquired and found accured 
had deen ordered to supervise a 
working party of Chinese employ- 
ed Sn cleaning the bilges and 
tanks. Accused was not required 
to do any active work, The rea- 
son given by defendant then for 
not obeying the order was that he 
did not know Chinese, A know: 
ledge of the language “was nol 
necessary, 

TWICE REFUSED 

Witness tok Conter to the 
Captain, who told him that the 
order had to be carried) out. 
That was about 11 am, Witness 
was told to repeat tho order at 
about 1 p.m, and again defendant 
refused to obey. 

In reply to Mr. d'Almada, wit- 
neas anid that the work on that 
occasion was general and within 
the scope of defendant's dutica, 
The Sydney incident was report- 
ed to the Police and Shipping 
Master and the matter wos 
dropped. No actlon was taken 
regarding this inejdent in the 
Sydney courta or by the Captain, 
exercising his powers. 

Cross-oxamined by defendant, 
witness diangreed that the work 
he was called upon to do in Kow- 
loon wns not mentioned in tha 
Articles he signed. The work 
was not necessarily that of the 
“Donkevman” but could be given 
to anyone of defendant's rating. 

Defondant admitted the focts, 
but sald that after he had repqrt- 
ed the matter to the Shipping 
Master at Sydney, the matter was 
dropped.
